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| Fears of Cries of Perseention— Fish 


Goes Back to Prison 
Again. 


A Scheme to Secure His Release Warner's 
Examination and Its Very Slow 
Progress. 


New Yorx, Oct. 30.—[Special.]—Before the 
arraignment of Ferdinand Ward ‘in court to- 
morrow District-Attorney Martine will decide 
whether or not to move at once for sentence. 
This question was discussed today in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, but without a conelu- 
sion. Ward expects to be sentenced, and 
nothing would please bim more than to be 
hustled off to Sing Sing tomorrow afternoon 
while his counsel are making an ado about an 
appeal for a new trial. His hope is that if he 
can begin to serve his term there will be 
a better chance for delay in bringing 
him to trial on other indictments than 
if he remainsin the Tombs. Assistant Dis- 
trict-Attorney Nicoll, in explaining the hesi- 
tancy of Mr. Martine in regard to what should 
be done tomorrow, said it was based chiefly on 
the District-Attorney’s caution lest a cry of 
persecution might be raised in Ward's behalf 


it the trial on other indictments were pressed 


at once. At the same time he recognized the 
fact that the cases against Ward were now in 
bana, and that if trialon other indictments 
were deferred great risks would be 
involved. through the removal or death 
of witnesses, or by failing memory, 
or by the raising of the statute of limitations 


against some of the offenses, It is the common 


belief among those who are engaged in the in- 
vestigation of Ward's rascalities that he man- 
aged to put away a good deal of money of 
which nothing will ever be heard. 

“Who knows bow miny people there are 
who held Ward’s paper but who have not ac- 
knowledged that they were swindled by him?’’ 
asked one of the investigators today. 
„1 don’t think there is any doubt 
Ward's paper given in acknowledgment 
of many thousands of dollars was destroyed 
soon after the failure to give many who were 
caught a chance to say safely, I haven't any 
of hispaper.’ Enough is known of the way he 
acted to make it safe to say that be spared no 
one on whose money he could lay hands, He 
stole everything from everybody. His greed 
was insatiate and heartless. I am convinced 
that he was the most clever as well as the most 
contemptible thief that ever lived.“ ; 
‘Receiver Johnston of the Marine Bank dis- 
credits the story that Ward invested his money 
in real estate in Ecgland. “He was a thief,”’ 
Mr. Johnston said, and he knew that ex- 
posure must some time come. Thieves don't 
put their stealings in real estate. A small box 
would hold $1,000,000 in bonds. Where is the 
box? No one can tell the amount of his steal- 
ings until we know what is missed. But the 
logic of the whole matter id that he was a gi- 
gantic thief, that he didn’t pay these vast sums 
to Warner for nothing, and that he hopes to 
live to enjoy his fortune. What I would like 
to see now is a full statement from Receiver 
Davies, He has had a long time to prepare 


one.“ . 
FISH GOES BACK TO AUBURN. 


James D. Fish, in charge of an officer of the 
Auburn State Prison, left New York for Au- 
burn at 10:30 o'clock this mornme. He 
was not in a particularly pleasant humor and 
seemed reluctant to leave his pleasant quar- 
ters in the Murray Hill Hotel. His parting 
with his daughter was very affecting. Assist- 
ant District-Attorney Purdy, who was one of 
the party, after Mr. Fish had gone, said: 
Against Ward Fish was naturally very bitter. 


i 
He was eager to testify and expected to have 


his whole life raked up in cross-examination. 

Yet only this evening be said to me, ‘I was 

worth $1,500,000. Ward robbed me of every 

dollar. He has sent me to prison, where I 

expect to die. He has ruined my family. He 

killed my son. Yet, if he will make a full 

confession and say I knew nothing of his ras- 

calities I will bear my misfortunes and forgive 

him.“ (When leaving the station Mr. Fish 
banded to Mr. Purdy a letter in which he 

pleaded that nothing be, left undone to get at 
the whole truth. Part of the letter is as fol- 

lows: 3 

I wish iS could be that a trial in the United 
States Court could be held. This would develop 
the true inwardness of Ward's villany. The 
Grants would then know that I never entertained 
one thought of disrespect or was in any way 
doubtful of the integrity of the General. ... I 
wish you could get Gov: Dorsheimer to press a 
trial.

, A SCHEME TO RELEASE FISH. 

A movement is on foot to secure the release 
of Mr.. Fish from State prison. It has the sup- 
port, it is asserted, of prominent and influen- 
tial citizens and conspicuous officers of the law, 
and Mr. Fish’s personal friends are earnestly en- 
listed in the scheme. A well-known business- 
manin down-town circles received a letter 
from Fish today. It was written on the verge 
of his return to State prison, and was an ear- 
nest bit of thankfulness for an act of personal 
kindness. In the letter Mr. Fish makes men- 
tion of the plan put afloat by friends to 
secure his release. Protesting anew that his 
faults were never more than technical; that if 
at times he exceeded his powers and privileges 
as a bank manager, he was still and always the 
dupe, never a knowing partner or scheming 
swindler. Assistant District Attorney Purdy 
is quoted by him as having given him room 
to hope that clemency might be expected if an 
earnest effort were made by bis friends of 
consequence to obtain the remission of that 
part of his sentence which will keep him in 
prison for years. Mr. Purdy’s belief is said to 
be founded on aclose examination which he 
necessarily made lately in the prosecution ot 
Ward.

A VERY IMPORTANT PAPER.

FOREIGN MISSIONS, 


DOINGS AT YESTERDAY'S MEETING OF THE 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The sessions of the General Executive Com- 
mittee of the Woman's Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
now being beld in the First M. E. Ohurch, 
Evanston, are attracting wide attention. At 
each session matters are developed that are of 
deep importance in lay as well as ecclesiastical 
circles. The reading of foreign correspond- 
ence was continued yesterday. Mrs. Hill 
read the report from the Kumeon district, 
whieh moluded Northern India. The Rev. J. 
H. McGrew, a returned missionary from this 
district, spoke briefly of the progress of 
the work there, and answered questions from 
members of the committee. It was his opin- 
jon that the only way for missionaries to 
reach the Zenanas—the native women who 
still adhere to the custom of veiling in the 
presence of men-—is to reach them through 
medicine. This applies to workers of either 
sex. He thought evangelical work among 
men a good idea and advised a fair trial of 
this plan. 

Mrs. Hill read of Zenana work in Bombay as 
reported by Miss DeLine. She gave a particu- 
larly bright account of a growing work in this 
portion of beathendom, and asked for permis- 
sion to employ two or three native women, who 
are of incalculable value in reach their fel- 
lows. She found that the natives of this place 
possessed an insatiable thirst for knowledge of 
the English language, and said they Were daily 
forsaking the faise prophet and sevking the 
True One, : 

A communication from the Rev. Mr. Oldham 
at Singapore, read by Mrs. Skidmore, said a 
good female physician treating the poor gratis 
and to charge exorbitantly the rich patients 
would be self-supporting within a year, besides 
rendering vast assistance to the Christian 
cause. Japanese correspondence was next 
touched upon, but the bour was late, and, 
after referring that diready read to the Com- 
mittee on New Work, the meeting ad- 
journed and the committee went in a body 
to Garrett Biblical Institute, where they 
were received by the faculty and students, who 
had assembled in the chapel.

A ROLLE OF $20,000 MISSING. 


THE NATIONAL METROPOLITAN OF WASH- 
INGTON IS THE BANK INTERESTED—ITS 
MESSENGER WAS THE CAUSE OF THE DIS- 
APPEARANCE. 

WasHineton, D. C., Oct. 30.—[Special.j—It 
was discovered tonight that a clerk of one of 
the city banks was short in his accounts 
$20,000. He was apprehended this evening, 
and would only say that he was robbed of the 


money on the street. He would make no fur- 
ther statement, and the authorities sre not yet 
able to say whether his story is true or 
whether he 6 a defauiter. The .clerk has 
hitherto enjoyed an excellent reputation. The 
few who know of the arrest fear that he may 
be another. victim to the numerous bucket- 
shops which flourish near the Treasury. 

It is later learned that the bank which has 
lost the $20,000 is the National Metropolitan. 
The money was lost through a messenger and 
not a cierk. The story of the messenger is this: 
He had been making collections. The sum col- 
lected was too large for his wallet. He put 
the roll of money and checks in his hip-pocket 
and walked two squares. He then discovered 
that the roll was missing. He immediately ran 
to the bank and gave notice of the loss. His 

eory is that he was followed on his round 

aking the collection and was robbed. 

Before informing the casbier of his loss the 
messenger—Edward C. Bain—drew from the 
dank $1,800, which he had on deposit there, and 
handed it to his sister, to whose house he had 
zone as soon as he missed the money and who 
accompanied bim back to the bank. The 
money was in $100 and $50 notes. Although 
Bain claims to have lost the pocketbook 
containing the collections the general sup- 
position is that it was stolen from 
him by some clever pickpocket. He claims to 
have missed it after he had gone about a block 
from the post-office, where he went to get the 
mail after pe had made all his collections. 
Bain has been ir the employ of the bank only 
a few monttis. He is a cousin of the Bain 
Bros. of the defunct Exchange Bank of Nor- 
folk, Va. He was taken to police headquarters 
and put through a thorough examination and 
then allowed to go. The bank officials have 
offered a reward of $2,500 for the recovery of 
the money.

Congressman McKinley of Ohio passed through 
here today on his return from speaking in 
Virginia. In speaking of Republican prospects 
in that State he said he was much surprised 
at the strong hold which the Republicans have 
upon what fg called the Old South. Mahone 
said that the white men of Virginia who car- 
ried the muskets are with him. This is true of 
the avdienceg which he addressed, for at three 
meetings they were composed mainly of whites, 
and most of them were ex-Confederates. They 
assented to all that he said as to free 
speech, and declared that if that was 
what the Democrats of the North called 
„bloody shirt” they were for it. There need 
be no apprehensions that free speech will not 
be tolerated in Virginia hereafter, because 
Mahone's white followers, who would shoot at 
the drop of the bat, are not the kind of men to 
tolerate any Bourbon interference of that sort. 
Mabone’s white Republican followers, in ad- 
dition to the ex-Confederate rank and file, con- 
sist in a great measure of the younger men. 
The latter are tired of bemg ruled by the 
same old aristocratic clique whieh controlled 
the State in slave days, and see in the 
future, under Democratic rule, no prospect 
for indiviaual advancement. Mabone expects 
to be cheated in the count, particularly in the 
districts whére there is a large black vote, but 
in spite of this he is confident of carrying the 
Legislature by not less than 6,000. The Bour- 
bons are very much alarmed at the situation 
and have been devoting all their energies thy 
last week to endeavoring to prevent their fol- 
lowers from attending the meetings which were 
addressed by the Northern Republican speak- 
ers.

The work of training the 
chorus has evidently been successfully 
performed. The voices are fresh, they 
preserve the intonation reasonably well, and 
the attack is fairly good. They have not at- 
tained, however, the characteristic vocal effects 
for which this work of Gounod’s affords so 
good a field if only the necessary choral tech- 
nique were brought to its interpretation. The 
performance as a whole was good enough to 
give a very fair idea of the work in 
its entirety. The choral contrasts and quite a 
number of bits of mere choral lusciousness 
were understated in the performance. If they 
had been duly observed they would to some 
extent have relieved the tedium ot the work, 
for, disguise it as we may, three hours of slow 
music is a little wearing, even to experts and 
sublimated enthusiasts. a 

The present was the first performance in 
America of Gounod’s new oratorio, * Death 
and Life,“ or, to adhere to the Latin text, as 
the composer has done throughout the work, 
“Mors et Vita.“ Itis a sequel to his former 
work, The Redemption,“ and was finished to 
order for the Birmingham Festival last Au- 
gust, where it was performed with great suc- 
cess. It was intended at that time that N. 
Gounod should have conducted the perform-

pleted was the second that the work has had 
anywhere in the world—a fact speaking elo- 
quently for American progress, and especially 
for what our European cousins are accustomed 
to regard as ** backwoods’ America.

PECULIAR CIRCUMSTA, UBS. 

Fox LAK. Wis., Oct. 30.—|Special.|—Miss 
Ann Freeborne, a. maiden woman about 60 
years of age, died suddenly at ‘Beaver Dam 
yesterday afternoon under — circumstances 
which have caused much excitement both bere 
and there. Miss Freeborne some years ago 
kept a boarding-school at Morrisiana, N. T., in 
connection with an older sister, Elizabeth. One 
Capt. Johnson, master of an ocean vessel, 
came to them and left an infant child, a girl, 
for whom he paid for some years’ board, 
tuition, etc. Capt. Johnson’s vessel was sup- 
posed to have been wrecked, as no information 
from him was received for several years. In 


the meantime the older sister, Elizabeth, died, 
being attended in her last moments by a 


niece, Mrs. Alice True. The child 
was then sent to Fox Lake and placed in care 
of another sister, Mrs. R. T. Jones. Subse- 
quently Mr. Jones gave her in charge of a Mr. 


Steinmetz of Beaver Dam, and she soon after 


married a Mr. F. Killif, a farm-hand employed 
by Steinmetz. Miss Freeborne,.in her own 
right and that of her sister, was possessed of 
property amounting to $10,000 or $15;000. She 
came to Fox Lake and bought some property 
here, but subsequently sold it and went to 
Beaver Dam. Her sister, Mrs. Jones, devel- 
oped indications of insanity, and she herself 
was thought to be somewhat flighty after she 
bad gone to Beaver Dam. Mrs. Killifinduced 
her to sell her property here, destroy her will 
made personaliy,.and make a new one in her 
(Mrs. Killif’s) favor. Last Wednesday Mrs. 
True, who had come bere from ber home in 
Maine; made application to the Probate Court 
for the appointment of a guardian for Miss 
Freeborne on the ground of insanity. Greatly 
to her surprise the same evening she received 
a dispatch announcing Miss Freeborne’s sud- 
den death. The reiatives bere went to Beaver 
Dam at once and summoned an official investi- 
gation, which was strenuously opposed: but 
finally a non-official and altogether superficial 
examination was held, the medicai opinion 
being that death was caused by congestion of 
the Jungs. The body was at once prepared for 
burial, but Mrs. True and Mr. Jones, through 
their attorney, decided to hold another exam - 
inahon, and propose to proceed in the morning 
and take possession vi et armis, bring the body 
here, and place it in a vault until such time as 
a chemical analysis of the stomach can be 
made. It is possible the Beaver Dam folks 
will resist, and a lively fight over a corpse will 
be the result. .

THE BOSTON NATIONAL BANKS THINE 


THEY ARE PAYING TOO MUCH MONEY 

INTO THE CITY TREASURY. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 30.—)/Special.]—The 
Boston Nationa! banks have determined to con- 
test a large portion of the loca! tax levied upon 
them. It amounts this year to $773,478; and 
making payment today forty of the fifty banks 
did so under protest. They base their claim 
for rebate upon the case of the Pennsylvania 
National Bank against the Tax Commissioners 
of Schuylkill County, which was decided in 
favor of the bank by the State courts, the 
United States Circuit Court, and finally the 
United States Supreme Court. The claim iu 
substance is that the National Bank law pro- 
vides that bank capital in any State shall not 
be taxed in excess of the rate imposed upon 
capital of any other kind, and that in Massa- 
chusetts, while savings-bank depositors are 
taxed only only one-half of 1 per cent the local 
rate in Boston is such as to make the rate upon 
National bank stock 14< per cent.

IMPORTANT DECISION AS TO BROKEN RICE. 
Secretary Manning today decided: the rice 
duty question, in which the rice-growers and 
the brewers were interested, as mentioned 
in previous dispatches. The decision has not 
yet been written out. It is in the nature of a 
compromise, but one which the brewers offered 
and the growers rejected in their hearing be- 
fore the Secretary last Saturday. The depart- 
ment adopts asastandarda sample of the 
shipment imported on the steamer Eibe, June 
30 last, by R. S. Fowler. When this shipment 
arrived, its admission under the 20 per cent 
ad valorem duty was objected to, but 
the Secretary on appealdecided that it was 
not merchantable food rice, but brewers’ ma- 
terial, or rice flour, so called, and as such 
need not pay 2K cents per pound, but only 20 
per cent ad valorem. The Secretary says that 
rice containing no larger grains than those in 
that sample is certainly imported for brewers’ 
material only, and that none of the grains in it 
were large enough to become marketable food 
rice. Anything larger than that sample 
would have to pay the specific duty of & cents 
per pound. The demand of the growers to permit 
none but cracked or broken rice to enter as 
brewers’ material at 20 per cent ad valorem 
duty he considers excessive. The Secretary 
also ordered that ali the shipments of brewers’ 
rice now on the way from Europe may be ad- 
mitted through the custom-house on payment 
of only 20 per cent ad Valorem duty, though 
exceeding the new standard fixed, provided 
they are accompanied by proper certificates of 
intentional process—that is, to be used in brew- 
ing only. , 
UNCLE SAM LEADS AS USUAL. 


In addition to the figures telegraphed last 
night, the report of Dr. James P. Kimball, Di- 


* 


rector of the Mint, contains replies from for- 


eign Governments to the interrogatories pro- 
pounded through the Department of State in 

to the coinage, productive, and mone- 
tary affairs of those countries. The Director. 
estimates the production of the world to have 
been during the year: Gold, $95,000,000, and 
silver circulated in most cases at its coining 
value at $115,000,000. This is an increase of 
about $1,000,000 on the production of 1883 in 


gold, and a fallm off of about the same 
amount in silver; but itis a falling off of $4,500,- 


000 in gold from the calendar year 1882, and an 
increase of about the same amount in sil- 
ver. So far as advices have been received, 
coinage was executed in eighteen countries of 
the world, amounting in round numbers to 
nearly $100,000,000 in gold and $90,600,000 in 
silver. As heretofore the United States has 
been the largest coiner of both metals. The 
coinage of gold in Australia was only $1,800,- 
000 less than that of the United States, and that 
of Russia was within $4,000.000 of it. Ger- 
many coined nearly $14,000,000, and Great 
Britain over $11.000,000. In the coinage of 
silver Mexico was but little behind the United 
States, having coined $25,000,000. The silver 
coinage of India was only $13,800,000—a very 
large decline from the coinage of that country 
of recent years. 

Dr. Kimball has reduced the estimate of ap- 
propriation for the mint service for the next 
fiscal year over $210,000 as compared with the 
estimates for the present year, and over $75,000 
as compared with the actual expenditures of 
the last year. He says that the actual expendt- 
tures will be much less if the coinage of the 
standard silver dollar be suspended by Con- 
gress. | 
THE LABOR BUREAU. 

In his first annual report to the Secretary of 
the Interior upon the operations of the Labor 
Bureau since its establishment Conrmissioner 
Carroll D. Wright begins with a statement of 
the organization of the Hureau and a review of 
the line of policy outlined for the conduct of 
its investigations. The principal features of 
that policy were: A refusal to recognize par- 
ties; that the pureau should be disconnected 
with politics, and from dependence on organ: 
zations, whether of workingmen or of employ- 
ers, and from the support of economic theo- 
ries, individaal views, or class interests, The 
Commissioner believes that tnis policy gener- 
ally bas been approved throughout the 


+ n farm tablished be the 

Corea in 1883 upon the return of the Corean 
embassy from tne United States.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE PLACE-HUNTERS. 

It is said at the White House today that the 
executive order of the President, giving notice 
that be will hereafter decline to see all persons 
seeking official appointments or their advo- 


cates, and limiting to certain hours Mondays, 


Wednesdays, and Fridays the time when he 
will grant interviews on other public matters, 
does not mean that the appointments are to be 
lessened, but is intended to direct those who 
desire personal interviews with the appointing 
power to the proper heads of departments, 
whose recommendations guide the President in 
his appointments. These recommendations, it 
is said, have in the past been invariably ob- 
served and the interviews with applicants and 
their friends have consumed almost the entire 
time of the President and been of no use to 
them or him. 

THE CIVIL-SERVICE COMMISSION, 

An evening paper tonight says that itis 
probable that in the reorganization of the Civ- 
il-Seryice Commission the chief place will be 
given to Judge May uard, the present Second 
Controller of the Treasury. 

Itis said at the White House, today, how- 
ever, that the vacancies on the Civil-Service 
Commission will not be filled until after the 
President's return from Buffalo Wednesday or 
Thursday next, and that no appointments as 
Commissioners have yet been determined upon. 
Second Controller Maynard, who has been men- 
tioned as a probable Commissioner, says the 
offive has not been offered him, and he has no

Uniess something like a full 
vote is polled there is reason to fear that the

ers and crooked workers will secure its re- 
jection. The Democratic managers that Is, 
some of them—pretend to be in favor of the 
law merely. to allay suspicion and to keep 
the Republican voters away from the polls. 
They are, however, bitterly opposed to its 


‘adoption. They have been so from the time 


it was first proposed. The Democratic 
members of the Legislature voted solidly 
against its submission to a vote of the 
people; Democratic lawyers, including the 
Corporation Counsel and Harrison’s lawyer 
in the Mayoralty contest, have done their 
best to defeat its purpose in the courts; and 
the Democratic campaign managers will re- 
sort to every scheme that their perverted 


| ingenuity may suggest to strangie it next 


Tuesday. While Mr. Hynes, before his 
nomination, proclaimed himself in favor of 
the law. he is silent since, and those who are 
managing his campaign are plotting for its 
defeat. At the Fourteenth Ward meeting 
Thursday night the speakers denounced the 
law. One of them—Mulhearn—said he had 
opposed it in the Legislature and that he 


would oppose it at the polls. He spoke the 


sentiments of nearly every member of the 
Democrati®@Campaign Committee. The fact 
that the printing of the Democratic tickets 
has been intrusted to the notorious Van 
Pelt and two others whose political interests 
are likely to suffer if the law is adopted 


ought to arouse the friends of honest-elec- 


tions to action. With a full vote there is no 
doubt at there will be a good majority in 
favor of the law. Republicans with rare ex- 
ceptions are for it, and the elections of last 
spring and last fall demonstrate that the Re- 
publicans are in a majority in this city. 
There are hundreds of honest Democrats also 
who will vote for it. There can be no doubt 
that it will be adopted, therefore, if there is 
anything like a fair and full vote. : 
‘The danger arises from the overconfidence 
of its supporters more than from the machina- 
tions of the gang Democrats. If the honest, 
well-meaning people of Chicago go to the 


polls Tuesday and put in a ballot for the 


Election law it will be certainly adopted. It 


will not take much time nor cause any great 


inconvenience to do this. The polling-places, 
thanks to the Curtiss law, are numerous, 


‘and, in most instances, conveniently located.

The adoption of the 
Citizens’ Election law will be but preliminary 
to the retirement of ring Aldermen, corrupt 
County Commissioners, and the inauguration 
of a wholesome, cleanly administration of 
our city affairs. 


MR. WINSTON’S PERSIAN MISSION. 

The country will receive the announce- 
ment that the Persian mission has been ten- 
dered to and accepted by Mr. F. H. Winston 
of this city with a sigh of relief. Several 
other persons have been complimented by 
the President with an invitation to go there 
but have declined, being unable to decide 


nest. Some have been scared off by scandal- 
ous reports circulated about the personal 
habits of the Shah and his Court and the 
style of -life which characterizes his Capital. 
The last person who wrestled with the ap- 
pointment was Bayless W. Hanna of Indi- 
ana, a chronic, mossbacked old officeseeker, 
who would never give up a chance for an 
office so long as it was possible to hold it 
through the Presidential term and come out 
five cents ahead. But even B. W. H. had to 
let go of it finally, for the very good reason 
that he could not raise money enough to 
get himself there. If the old regulations of 
outfit and advance salary were now in opera- 
tion it is likely that he would have made the 
venture, and that is the last we should ever 
have heard of Bayless W. Hanna of Indiana. 

Mr. Winston has shown good courage in 


accepting this mission, knowing as he must 


that it will involve his final farewell to the 
North Side. It will be remembered that ex- 
President Arthur created the Persian mission 
for the benefit of a personal friend who was 
unfortunately overlooked when the offices 
“were given out. He was only heard from 
once, and that was immediately after his ar- 
rival, to the effect that the Shah’s greed for 
gifts, perquisits, and drink-money had al- 
ready consumed his salary and was fast re- 
ducing him to a condition of mendicancy. 
That was in 1882. Since that time nothing 
has been heard of the unfortunate man, who 
is probably now in some Persian poorhouse. 
Mr. Winston, however, is wealthy, and it is 
possible that he will be able to stand the 
drafts which will be made upon him. In 
any event, the fate of his predecessor ought 
to be a warning to him to provide himself 
ainply with money. When he arrives at 
Teheran the Shah will royally entertain him, 
and probably will present him with a horse 
and a prayer-rug or two, and decorate

very accommodating man. Healways allows 
the host to settle all the bills, and praises 
him in the Teheran Gazette, though he is a 
little tedious, as he holds a levee every 
morning, in which he hears complaints and 
accepts gifts, and makes his friendly visits 
every evening. 

It is probable that Mr. Winston is aware 
there is no way of getting back the money on 
his investment. Running the Persian mis- 
sion is a good deal like running a newspaper in 
St. Louis. It is all outlay. It will cost Mr. 
Winston a great deal to get there. He has 
two routes from which he can choose. He 
can go direct to Paris and thence to Odessa 
on the Black Sea, cross that sea and then 
ride horseback across the Caucasian country, 
keeping outasharp eye for marauders, to 
the Caspian Sea, sail down that sea to Lan- 
koran or Lablijan— the latter place is the 
handiest then cross the Elburz Mountains 
by donkey to Zingan, and go direct by ele- 
phant to Teheran, making a present of his 
elephant to the Shah when he arrives. Or, 
he may go direct to Paris, thence to Mar- 
seilles, whence his route will be by water via 
the Mediterranean, Suez Canal, Red Sea, 
Arabian Sea, Gulf of Oman, and Persian 
Gulf, with the privilege of landing at Shat- 
el-Arab, Ras-el-Khang, or S. Abu Shaab. 
From any one of these enterprising locali- 


ties he will have to go by camel the whole 


length of Persia over roads which will hardly 
remind Mr. Winston of the Lake Shore drive 


“and over mountain ranges which cannot ade- 


quately be compared with the elevations 
in Lincoln Park. When he arrives the same 
little formality as to the camel will have to 
be observed as in the case of the ele- 
phant if he goes the other way. Which- 
ever route he may select the distance 
will exhaust nearly the remainder of 
the Presidential term, and/ the cost will 
absorb nearly the four years’ salary. If Mr. 
Winston therefore 7 4 a profit on the 
investment he must I elsewhere. But 
where will he look? An the absence of a 
reciprocity treaty. with that country there is 
very little trade in its productions. The 
favorit lines of export are Persian insect 
powder, Persian hair dye, Persian love 
charms, and attar of rose; but even in these 
goods the home manufacture in this country 
is so extensive that the competition is simply 
ruinous. It is probable that not an ounce of 
genuine’ insect powder, hair dye, or love 
charms ever finds its way here from the 
Shah’s dominions, and as to attar of rose, 
notwithstanding the assurances of the far- 
away Moseses, there can be no confidence 
that.it has ever seen the gardens of Gul or 
heard a bulbul so long as lard remains so 
cheap and can be perfumed so easily. While, 
therefore, we congratulate Mr. Winston upon 
the distinguished mark of consideration 
which Mr. Cleveland has paid him, we are 
inelined to sympathize with him, and, as his 
predecessor’s fate is unknown, to bid him a 
reluctant and everlasting farewell. 


THE INSANE ASYLUM DISCLOSURES. 

The horrible disclosures made by Mrs. Dr. 
Alexander, who has been employed at the 
Cook County Insane Asylum, show that the 
manner in which that institution has been 
managed recently is a disgrace to ordinary 
decency and humanity. Three handred 
patients have been crowded into a space in- 
tended for half that number. Two insane 
persons have been compelled to sleep on the 
same cot. The clothing has been insvifficient 
and of the poorest kind. The food is simply 
horrible, and the most of it unfit to be eaten. 
The meat istainted. The milk is often sour. 
No delicacies of any kind are allowed, and 
more than once the poor creatures confined 
there havecomplained of hunger. Miserable 
ventilation, almost universal filth, careless 
and drunken attendants, cruel treatment, and 
an utter wan? of regard for the welfare of the 
patients complete the horrors of the story as 
told by Mrs. Alexander. 

If one-half of what Mrs. Alexander has 
told were only true, the persons responsible 
for this condition of things ought to be in 
the penitentiary. Some portions of her tes- 
timony almost pass belief, so cruel and in- 
human has the management of this asylum 
been. ‘The wretches who have inflicted this 
treatment upon poor, helpiess insane crea- 
tures, impotent to give testimony in their 
own behalf, ought to be hooted out of the 
community, if they cannot be punished in 
any other manner. The humane, Christian 
people of Chicago themselves have a duty to 
perform in the premises. ‘They can reform 
the management of the asylum and guat an- 
tee good treatment to its patients by smash- 
ing up the political ring in the County Board, 
which is also responsible for this infamous 
condition of things. If they have any sense 
of humanity, if they have any sympathy 
with hapeless, helpless, suffering creatures, 
they will crush out this gang and elect Com- 
missioners who will put attendants, doctors, 
and officers into the asylum who are not the 
tools of acorrupt gang or under the control 
of politicians enriching themselves at the 
expense of the county, institutions. This is 
the duty which they owe to common 
ee . 


THE PRESIDENT’S EDICT.: 
The recent edict issued by President Cleve- 


land. to the effect that from and after Nov. 1 


he will not grant an interview to any person 
seeking office for himself or any one else, 
will go into operation tomorrow, and it may 
be anticipated, therefore, that from and after 
tomorrow there will be a howling among the 
officeseekers and their friends—who include 
about 75 per cent of the Democratie voting 
population of the country—against this per- 
emptory slamming of the door in their faces. 
Considered from an abstract point of view, 
the President is right. ‘The edict says he has 
already devoted eight months to the office- 
seekers, and that much of this time has been 
thrown away in useless interviews and much | 
of it has been unjustifiably wasted.

JOHN SHERMAN’S SPEECH IN VIR- 
GINIA 


The dispatches state that at the. Peters- 
burg. Va., meeting which was addressed by 
John Sherman, Maj. McKinley, and Green 
B. Raum the political issues of the day 
were presented in a manner unknown bereto- 
fore to Petersburg or Virginia,” and the re- 
sult was a wonderful stirring up of things.” 
Senator Sherman appealed strongly to the 
Virginians to abandon the Fitz Lee nonsense 
of military trappings, flags, cavalcades, and 
all the rest of the Quixotic knight-errantry 
in honor of the lamented Southern Confed- 
eracy, and face the new order ot things in 
full confidence that the future of the Old Do- 
minion could be best secured by a protective 
tariff and laws that would guarantee all citi- 
zens an equality of political rights.. The 
idea that the Government should protect and 
encourage American labor and secure equal 
rights to all citizens appears to be quite novel 
in Virginia, and the bold assertion of Repub- 
lican doctrines at Petersburg created a won- 
derful rattling among the dry bones. 

Senator Sherman reiterated the opinions 
he declared in Ohio, and in reply to the 
bloody-shirt cry affirmed that he was dis- 
cussing ‘‘not the War of the Rebellion, but 
the present war on the ballot-box.“ He ar- 
raigned the Southern Democracy, not for the 
part it had taken in the Rebellion, but for 
the frauds and outrages it is now engaged in 
perpetrating twenty years after the close of 
the War. Mr. Suerman declared that he had 
no argument to make concerning the issues 
period, but confined himself to 
the conspiracy against the ballot which now 
exists in the South and by virtue of 
which Grover Cleveland is President of 
the United States. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of lawful voters are denied their 
political rights in defiance of law 
and justice. The organized system of 
political fraud in the South is proved by the 
public records; it was not denied by Hoadly, 
Thurman, Fitzhugh Lee, or any other author- 
ized spokesman of the Democratic party, but 
was established beyond contradiction by the 
open admissions of Southern leaders. No 
such monstrous outrages eould be permitted 
to continue in a free country where evry 
citizen was entitled to an equal voice in the 
Government. 

John Sherman has faced the Bourbons in 
one of their Southern strongholds, and it will 
be interesting to see what reply they make 
to his arraignment. Their doughface sym- 
pathizers and apologists in the North were 
able only to squeak out their cry of ‘‘ bloody 
shirt” in the blind hope that men of sense 
would fail to see that the fraud of usurped 
political power concerns the future and not 
the past. The question is whether when 
one President has been elected by 
fraud the system shall be  eon- 


tinued and made permanent. Such a 


‘question has nothing to do with the revival 
of dead issues,” but in every practical aspect 
belongs to the future. Itis not an issue of 
the War, but of twenty years after the War. 
It concerns thé elections of next year and of 
two years hence, and must remain a vital 
issue until the wrong is righted or the peo- 
ple of the North become so craven that they 
will submit to be governed by fraud and 
usurpation without a protest.

EVERY day some new device is discovered 
by which the Van Pelt gang hope to defeat 
the Republifans and break down the new 
Election law.

Boards of registry were 
appointed for each precinct, but in the Re- 
publican wards the Democratic judges re- 
fused to serve, and in the Democratic wards 
it was hardly necessary, as the old lists fixed 
up for the occasion have been furnished. 
The results will be that in the Republican 
wards large numbers of Republican voters 
will have to swear their votes in or be dis- 
franchised, unless their names appear on the 
registry lists. The returns. already made 
show that the great bulk of registration has 
been done in the Demoeratie districts, and 
that in several of the Republican districts, 
where there are 400 or more voters, there are 
only 75 or 100 registered. This cannot 
be accounted for by Republican apathy, 
though the Republican committee bas not 
been ‘as alert as it might have been, for there is 
nothing in the law to forbid a single judge 
from registering, even if the two Democrats 
refused to serve. At the same time this 
should not discourage Republicans. Let 
them be on band at the polls promptly, and if 
their names have been left off the registry 
swear their votes in. The districts are small, 
and there ought to be time enough to accom- 
plish this. The dirty trick of the Van Pelt 
gang is only another argument why honest 
citizens should vote for the new Election law. 
With that law in force the gang cannot 
tamper with the registry lists. It will put 
it out of their power to disfranchise legal 
voters. 


Tue new Election law will be submitted 
to the voters of the Town of Lake next Tues- 


day in accordance with the petition of a re- 
spectable portion of them. It ought to be

It 
will also enable Lake to aid in giving good 
government to Cook County. A full Repub- 
lican vote in the town Tuesday will mean a 
majority there for the Republican candidate 
for Superior Court Judge. 


Prior to his nomination Mr. Hynes, the 
candidate for Judge of the Superior Court on 
the Democratic ticket, ostentatiously declared 
his advocacy of the new Election law. In 
his speech, however, before the Democratic 
Campaign Committee accepting his nomina- 


tion, he made no plea for the law, but utterly 


ignored it. Ata Democratic meeting at the 
Twelfth Street Turner-Hall night before last 
he made another speech, which contained no 
allusion to the law or its great importance to 
the people. He dodged it on each occasion. 
If he has any convictions on this subject he 
dares not express them. Compare his course 
with that of the Republican candidate, Mr. 
Garnett, who the same evening at a meet- 
ing in the Sixth Ward said he did not care to 
make a speech to them, for he had not come 


| there for that purpose, but to tell them that 


he was for the. new Election law, because it 
was a good law. He had read it carefully 
and could tell them with safety that it was a 
good law. It was not, of course, perfect; 
but it would prevent fraud at the ballot-box, 
and that was what they wanted. If they 
could not get that law passed this tinie they 
would go on fighting, and he hoped eventual- 
ly they would get it or even a better one.

4 SOLEMN FUNERAL SERVICE ix MEMORY OF 
CARDINAL M'CLOSKEY. 


Paris, Oct. 30.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune, |—A solemn funeral service of 
exceptional splendor was celebrated this morn- 


ing at the Madeleine for the repose of the soul 


of the late Cardinal McCloskey, Archbishop of 
New York. The church was hung with black 
and résplendent with lights. Outside the 
portico on the steps were two large funeral 
torches with green flames. Similar lamps were 
visible in many parts ot the edifice, including 
the lofty upper galleries, The catafaique was 
of large dimensions, and was flanked on either 
side by numerous lights and torcties, as well as 
by marble images. Over all was a sable 
canopy suspended from the ceiling. A Cardi- 
nal's hat, with its tassels, lay on the pall. The 
late Cardinal’s motto, “In the hope of life 
eternal,“ was repeated frequently in the dec- 
orations. 

Mass was sung by the Abbé le Rebours, curé 
of the Madeleine. The Papal Nuncio, Mgr. di 
Rende, gave the absolution, assisted by Mer. 
Richard, Coadjutor Archbishop of Paris. Dur- 
ing the mass several morceaux of sacred 

“music, including Niedermeyer’s ‘* hyrie” 
and the Sanctus“ of M. Dubois, 
were sung. M. Peovia, in the absence of M. 
Talazoc, sang a composition of Stradella. 
The statue over the high altar, symbolizing the 
human soul rising to Heaven, looked singular- 
ly beautiful as the clouds of incense rolled up- 
ward. The church was crowded. Among 
those present were the United States Minister, 
Gov. Carroll of Baltimore, and Mr. James Phe- 
lan. The servive, which cost close upon $30,- 
000, was organized by the Catholic members of 
the American Colouy in Paris.

The girl Bowers was 
found prostrate near the wreck of ber table, 
which had been destroyed by the broken oylin- 
der-head. Sbe had not been struck by 
any of the fragments, but was scalded 
all over the body and was 
conscious. Kate Murphy, who was slightly 
scalded, was also carried out. The 
other girls were also aided to reach the street, 
Margaret Bowers was taken to the New York 
Hospital, where she died at 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon.

“I think we 
might improve on the men.,“ declared a lady 
from Indiana, and forget that there is any 
East, West, or South. It seems to me that 
Chicago is the hub of the American universe.“ 

It's rather starting to me, a Boston wom- 
an put in, Mrs. Hunt, to hear Chicago called 
the ‘Hub.’ It seems to me that city gets 


everything nowadays. Illinois is just running 
this Union. Our President, editor, and pub- 
lisher are all from that State. That robs the 
society of its National aspect, and it becomes 
local to Illinois. More Westerners come East 
than do Eastern people go West. Let us have 
the headquarters. Chicago is an inland town, 
and can never come up to New York.” 

After more talking the matter was put to the 
convention, and the removal to Chicago when 
the lease of the New York office runs out was 
adopted by a rising vote of 176 to 42. 

Those who voted against the change were 
nearly all New-Yorkers and Pennsylvanians, 
the Southerners, New-Englanders, and West- 
erners being almost all unanimous for the 
Western metropolis. 

The eleventh annual convention of the 
National Women’s Cristian 
Union began bere today. The hall was 
crowded in every part. There were a few men 
in the audience. The parquet was occupied 
by 850 delegates, representing nearly every 
State and Territory in the Union. The pro- 
ceedings began by prayer by Mrs. Fran-

asking him to forward the greeting of Arch- 
deacon Farrar, the classic temperance worker 
of modern timés. ‘The annua! address, a long 
document coveriig forty pages of vrint and 


occupyimg nearly an hour in reading, was de- 


livered by Presideht Frances E. Wiliard. 

The report of the President shows a large in- 
crease in the field of labor in all departments 
and a corresponding amount of good accom- 
plished. It was listened to with deep interest. 
When the President had finished the conven- 
tion took a recess. 

At the afternoon session Mrs. T. Herain of 
Mississippi delivered a prayer, and the report of 
the Executive Committee, recommending that 
the headquarters of the union be transferred 
from New York to Chicago, was received. 

After considerable debate the suggestion of 
the Executive Committee relative to a removal 
of the headquarters to Chicago was adopted by 
a vote of 176 yeas te 42 nays. The convention 
also adopted a recommendation of the Execu- 
tive Committee that ail temperance literature 
be submitted to the supervision of the Com- 
mittee of the Union. 

A letter regretting her inability to be present 
was read from Miss Rose Elizabeth Cieveland, 
a sister of the President. 

The Rev. C. H. Mead, the temperance worker, 
addressed the convention, and the reports of 
the Board of Directors of the Union Signal and 
the Committee on Temperance Calendar ‘were 
presented.

; A TOUCHING APPEAL. 
Judge Williamson yesterday found William 


McGovern, William McFadden, and Matthew 


Seully guilty of laroeny. These children are 
respectively 11, 13, and 15 years old, and belong 
to the juvenile band ot thieves and night- 
hawks known as the “McFadden Gang.” 


‘MoGovern was given three years and McFad- 


den four years in the reform school, and Scully 
was set at liberty with his mother and sister as 
sureties for his good behavior. While the 
Judge was talking to McGovern the little fel- 
low approached the desk, laid his hands on the 
rail, and pleaded in the eloquenceof childhood: 
“Judge, please cut that down one year. You 
don’t know, Judge, how poor and little a boy I 
am. You cannot understand it. You don't 
know what I have suffered. My poor motber 
died five years ago ana my father died at No. 
63 Milton avenue while I was in jail here. My 
father and I lived together, and I carried news- 
papers and did the cooking for the two of us. 
Judge, can’t you feel sorry for a poor little boy 
who wants to do better and cut my sentence 
down to two years. Do, now, Judge, please.“ 
The stern features of Judge Williamson re- 
laxed, but he seemed to be very busy writing 
and not to hear the eloquent appeal. There 
was something so much deeper in tbis style of 
pleading than in the mock eloquence of bard- 
ened, grasping lawyers that the Judge was 
touched, and the tears first stood in his eyes 
and then, rolled down his cheeks.

ROCK ISLAND SWITCHMEN. 


THEY HAVE A GRIEVANCE AND THEY 
STRIKE. 

Monday morning, Nov. 1, unless Superin- 
tendent Chamberlain of the Rock Island Road 
accedes to the demands made by the switchmen 
of that road, the entire force employed in the 
yards at Clark and Fifty-fHrst streets will go 
out on a strike and stay out until the point 
they desire is gained. No pay for overwork is 
the cause ofthe trouble. The men employed 
claim that the Rock Island Road is “scab” 
road, and the management has not beey living 
up to agreements. The dissatisfied switchmen 
want to be paid the stundard pay of Chicago, 
which they claim is $75 per month for day con- 
ductors and $70 per month for belpers, $70 per 
month for night conductors and $60 per month 
for belpers, the month being twenty-seven or 
twenty-eight working days. The Rock Island 
men ciaim they are being paid this amount, but 
for thirty-one days instead of twenty-seven or 
twenty-eight days, and are not receiying any 
pay for Sundays or overwork. Yesterday a 
meeting was beld in a bail on Wentworth ave- 
nue and Fifty-first street, where the matter was 
thoroughly discussed.. A petition stating their 
demands was drawn up and signed 
by all of the switchmen em- 
ployed in the yards, and a committee 
appointed to wait on Superintendent Chamber- 
lain to explain the condition of affairs to him. 
May 16, 1881, the Rock Island Company agreed 
to pay the switchmen the standard wages, so 
it is claimed, but the company has always suc- 
cessfully figured around this point. The Fifty- 
first street yards are the main yards and be- 
tween seventy-five and 100 men are employed 
at that point. The company is at present do- 
mg considerable business and a temporary 
cessation from work would cause considerable 
embarrassment and a loss financially. It is 
thougtt that Superintendent Chamberlain will 
give way tothe men. |

The recent order issued by the Treasury Depart- 
ment to Collectors of Customs restricting to 
American bottoms the shipment Of grain or mer- 
chandise by the part water and part rail route, has 
called forth a vigorous protest from the railroad 
corporations whose lines traverse the sacred soil of 
the Dominion. Their objection to the ruling is that 
it cuts off a large amount of traffic from their 
lines by diverting it to other routes. There 
can be no doubt ‘but what the objection is 


well sustained, so far as their individual interests 


are concerned, but. American vessel- owners take 
an entirely different view of the matter. For sey- 
eral years, orever since thetreaty of Washington 
was effected, the bulk of the wheat and flour 
shipped from Duluth has been carried by Canadian 
steamers to Collingwood, Sarnia, and Owen Sound, 
there reladen into cars and shipped by rail through 
Canada to points in New England. The volume of 
traffic by this route increased 80 rapidiy that the 
railroad companies extended their tracks to sev- 
eral important receiving ports, built large eleva- 
tors and warehouses at their water termini, and 
otherwise.enlarged and improved their facilities 
for handling business from the lakes. As the busi- 
ness increased the railroads became arbitrary in 
their dealings with vessel-owners, and, not being 
content’ with their legitimate share of 
the traffic, bought, built, and hired. vessel 
property to run in connection with their 
lines. Then by offering @dvantages to ship- 
pers in the way of through bills of ladingthe rail- 
roads succeeded in starving out the individual ves- 
sel interests. Inthe meantime American vessei- 
owners have been forced calmly to witness their 
business wrested trom them by foreign railroad 
corporations, as it was useless to protest against 
the encroachment on the American coasting trade 
80 long as Congress bad sanctioned it by the enact- 
ment of a treaty which benefited only foreigners. 
Congress, however, finally awoke to the fact that 
the American vessel interests were being greatly 
wronged by the existence of the treaty and the 
articles relating to the States-to-States carrying 
trade were abrogated last July. But the circular 
announcing the abrogation of the treaty was 
wrongfully construed, and Canadian bottoms con- 
tinued to carry domestic flour and grain out 
of Duluth until a few days ago, when, after 
obtaining legal advice from the Attorney General, 
Secretary Manning declared the shipments legal. 
This, it was thought, would end the matter. but the 
Grand Trunk Company, whose business will no 
doubt suffer toa considerable’ extent, proposes to 
exert its influence with a view of having the treaty 
restored. F. M. How, who has practically had con- 
trol of the company’s water routes 
for many years, had along consultation with Col- 
lector Seeberger yesterday, and intimated that the 
Grand Trunk officials would at Once bring the sub- 
ject before Secretary Manning, and thought it 
possible that when the question was more 
thoroughly looked into the decision of the At- 
torney-General might be reversed. An employé 
of the company was given access to the documents 
of the Marine Department. Every Treasury cir- - 
cular issued during the last twenty years that in any 
way relates to this specific kind of traffic is being 
copied and will be used by the company in bring; 
ing the matter before the Treasury Department.

The Mexican Consul at Chicago desires that 
the following circular from the Consul-General 
be given to the public: 

Having been informed that some merchants in 


Bi Paso, Tex., have spread the news that the Cus- 
tom-House of Paso del Norte does not admit in- 


_ voices certified by the Mexican Consuls residing in 


places from which the goods are sent, aud that it is 
necessary to consign said goods to El Paso, Tex., 
where the invoice is to be made, I hasten to de- 
clare, by order ot the Mexican Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, that such news is entirely malicious and 
false, and that, according to Art. 320 of the Mexican 
tariff now in force, the goods must go to Mexico 
protected by an, invoice certified by the Mexican 
Consul or Consular Agent residing at the place 
from which they are sent, and that the Collector 
of Customs at Paso del Norte, or at any other 
maritime or frontier custom-house, does not re- 
fuse to accept such invoices certified according to 
law in any point of the United States. 

I desire to make these facts generally known to 
all merchants who are engaged in business with 
Mexico, that they may proceed in conformity with 
the Mexican law, thereby sending their goods in a 
more expeditious way and saving charges and com- 
missions On the frontier.

On or about Nov. 17, during the progress of 
the American Fai-Stock and Dairy Show in 
Chicago, delegates of the Western State Boards 
of Agriculture will hold a meeting for the pur- 
pose of considering a plan of forming 4 circuit 
of State fairs and other matters of interest to 
such organizauons.

THE FUTURE OF AGRICULTURE. 

The cheapening of agricultural products 
through the appifcation of improved ma- 
chinery on the farm, and the saving of food in 
making beef, mutton, and swine by means of 


| better-bred stock, improved by the use of pure- 


bred sires upon the mixed stock of the coun- 
try, and alsoin the early maturity of feeding 
animals by which time is saved, has virtually 
changéd the whole economy of agriculture. 
It is Mo longer the drudgery it was 
forty. years ago. Farmers, except & 


ideas, no longer suppose it necessary to trudge 
from dawn to dark, neither do they drudge 
their teams in the old-fashioned way. The 


The best and most suc- 
cessful farmers of today read and think; they 
work as much with their brains as with their 
hands. ä Ie 

A fertile West with improved machinery bas 
caused its settlement with the most ambitious 
ana intelligent of the farmers and arti 
sans of the civilized world. There 
is stil room for more, but the 
bulk of the fertile lands are settied and the 
products have filled the markets of the world 
with the various exportable products of the 
farm to an extent that would have been im- 


dead body of a N possible, except through the fortuitous causes 


mentioned. Where will tne overcrowded pop- 
ulations of the Old World seek new fields? 
There are vast tractg eligible to cultivation in 
Asia and Africa. Unfortunately the Govern- 
ments of districts there are not inviting to the 
reading, thinking man. These countries must 
come under strong and yet enlightened Gov- 
ernments before emigration will seek those 
countries. Before these regions can do much 
at producing in competition with the United 
States they must be settled by peoples who can 
guide the native population in proper channels 
of production, a difficult thing in a population 
wedded to old-caste ideas. The English are 
not a colonizing people in the true sense of the 
word; they govern, but do not seek to utilize 
native industry by improved provesses, even 
in the cultivation of the soil. The English peo- 
ple seek to sell goods to the colonies. The Ger- 
mans have gotten a foothold in Africa. This 
pation, wherever they colonize, become a lib- 
éral and integral part of the community, and 
while not loving the Fatherland lese seek to 


form and do become a part of the growing 


colony. They are, with the great original race 
from which they sprang, the foremost of our 
‘foreign populations in moladmg the destiny of 
the United States. If German immigration 
settles the great tracts of Africa and 
others which the genius of Bismarck 
still seeks to grasp as colonizing outiets 
tor the perabundant German population, 
then the United States will have a strong and 
intelligent competition for agrieuitural prod- 
ucts—products which we now largely supply 
to the markets of the world, 

But it is really upon this herisphere that we 
have to fear the strongest competition in the 
future. The Argentine Repubiie contains the 
area apparently most favorably situated for 
successful competition. This is a vast 
country of. fertile table or plains 
lands, the soil a rich black loam 
not unlike chat of the lower regions east and 
west of the Mississippi, 
that of Dakota, and is widely attracting the 
attention of intending immigrants. Few per- 
sons who have not made a study of the tem- 
perate regions of South America comprehend 
the agricultural importance of thig rezion and 
its wonderful increase in products since 1880. 
From 1854 to 1864 the ocuitivated are 
bad only imcreased from 875,000 to 506,000 
acres, and in 1874 to 825,000 acres. In 1884 the 
area cultivated had increased to3,435,000 acres, 
and in this last decade the acreage of wheat in- 
creased from 271,000 in 1874, to 1,717,000 acres 
in 1884. In 1885 the acreage in wheat was in- 
creased to 2,500,000 acres. In 1884 the Argen- 
tine Republic exported 6,525,000 bushels of 
wheat. The average yield of wheat for that 
year was eight and a balf busbela per acre. 
Other principal exports were barley, baled hay, 
flaxseed, peanuts, potatoes, and sugar, the 
yield of this last-named product last year be- 
ing 60,000,000 pounds. Tobacco is also an im- 
portant product, both sugar ana tobacco being 
largely grown by Cuban emigrants. 

The extent of available agricultural lands in 
the Argentine Kepublie is stated at 600,000 
square miles, an area equal to Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama, Georgia, Tennessee, Arkan- 
sas, Kentucky, Dlinois, Indiana, Ohio, Mis- 
‘sourl, Iowa, and Wiscqnsin, and capable of 
producing every crop raised in those States. 
So far immigration, large as it bas been, comes 
principally from Southern Europe and largely 
from Italy. As a rule they are farmers. The 
great cattle regions lie in the interior. The 
live-stock census comprises 30,000,000 cattle, 
7,000,000 horses, and vast flocks of sheep. 
Of the immigrants devoted to agriculture in 
1882 there were 51,000 arrivals; in 63,242; 

ve months 
of 1885, 55,000. Within the last five years 1,126,- 
000 acres of land have been taken up by colo- 
nies representing a population of 82,000, mostly 
Itglians and Swiss. 

e United States is seeking to extend her 
exports, particularly of manufactured prod- 
ucts. A wise policy would seem to be to seek 
new flelds so /we could stand on a fair footing 
with other nations, particularly Eogiand, our 
strongest competitor in this direction. 
AS a means of increasing our 
wealth in exportabie agricuitural products 
and agricultural machinery, the Argentine 
Republic would seem to offer a good field, 
Our agricultural machinery and implements 
are acknowledged to be superior to any in the 
world. The country is becoming filled with 
| high-class rare breeds of horses, cattle, sheep, 
swine, and poultry. The future agricuitural 
prosperity of the United States would seem to 
lie, as one of the practical directions, in seek- 
ing a market in growing regions for our 
superior stock, and our grain and vegetable 
seeds, While it is true that our 
increasing industrial population will, year by 
year, more and more nearly consume our prod- 
ucts; yet in the matter of improved live stock, 
at least, the Southern Continent bids fair to 
offer a fair field and a fair opening for trade, 
small at first it may be, but no less important 
as constituting an entering wedge, and with a 
prospect of wide extension.

LIVE-STOCK. 


THE CARE OF HORSES. 

If those having the care of horses would 
study into the question of care and manage- 
ment it would conduce to the well being of the 
animals and the profit of the owner. For in- 
stance, it has been stated, and widely copied 
in journals without comment, that to give a 


horse style and grace be should be fed from 


coltbood up in a manger so high as to cause 
some exertion to reach the food. Nothing could 
be wider of the mark aimed at. If an animal bas 
not the physical conformation to give style he 
can never be made to assume a bigh head with- 
out imparing valuable points elsewhere, In 
fact, if a high head could be given by feeding 
from a high manger, this would correspond- 
ingly depress the spinal column behind the 
shoulders. Improved action and style are the 
result of careful training, and can only be de- 
veloped measurably in any animal. In other 
words, you cannot even measurably change the 
‘conformation of an animal without in the same 
measure changing the centre of gravity. 
Hence stumbling and other disabilities. The 
horse naturally enooses to stand with the fore 
feet sowewhat hicher than the hind feet. For 
the farm horse especially the feed-box should 
be rather low than high, and the manger, and 
not a rack to be reached up to, should bold the 
hay. 

The horse that works all day requires rest at 

who gives the best 

and bedding to the 

care gets the most 

for his money. 

The food and drink should especially be clean 

and of the best. Not long since an item went 

the rounds that dusty or musty bay was 

as as the best, if moistened with 

slightly salied water. The medication does not 

in the slightest alter the bad qualities of the 

hay. The result of such feeding is wind- 

broken, heavey borses; Musty hay is not even 
fit for decent store cattle. 

In winter nothing about. a stable is more 
economical than good blankets to be worn in 
the stable aud to be carried with the team 
wherever driven, with which they may be cov- 
ered when stending. Lettingdown the check 
rein when going up bill and easing the rein 
when horses are at rest should naturally be 
suggested to the driver. Yet how many are 
inetructedso todo? It is atten non to little 
things that brings profit, and in no respect in 
farm economy are many Owners more derelict 
than in the bare of teams of horses and mules. 


BU “MAKING ON THE FARM. 
Any f rs wife who has a clean room 
where the perature may be kept at about 
50° in winter may make as good butter as the 
best, provided the cows are kept in clean 
stabies ana well provided with proper food and 
23 of water, The butter will sell at the 

ighest prices of the whole year. It is simply 
a question of perfect cleanliness from the time 
the milk is taken from the cow until it is 
packed ready for market. A temperature of 
50° will insure the perfect ripening of the 
cream if it is well stirred every time more is 
added. ; 

When ready for the churn it should be 
warmed to a temperature of 62° by placing the 
jar in a pan of hot water and stirring the cream 
until the temperature is correct. The time of 
churning should occupy half an hour. When 
the butter is formed into granules, stop churn- 
ing, draw off the buttermilk, and return to the 
churn what butter comes away with the but- 
termilk. Then was in the churn, frst with 
clear cold water, and then with brine: Then 
work lightly, adding half an ounce of salt to 
each pound of butter. Before it is ready for 


market, or after it has stood in a cool place 


twelve hours, rework by pressing, never with a 
drawing motion, and pack in suitable vessels. 
If the butter is to be colored—and it should 
be in winter to give it a delicate yellow tint, 
some degrees lighter than many persons fool- 
ishiy suppose necessary—it must be done by 
mixing the butter color in the cream. Mix the 
proper quantity of color in a little milk. ana add 
to the cream with stirring until the proper color 
is assumed. A little experience will enable 
thig to be done correctiy. Do not mix the color 
after the cream is in the churn; it is apt to 
stain the wood, causing the butter to become 


} streaked.

THE DEC E OF A THEATRE. 

. Wallack’s Theatre is now, in truth, in the 
final stages of adecline. During the last four 
or five years it has bad fitful periods of con- 
valescence, but relapses have invariably. fol- 
lowed, and the house that was once the fore- 
most dramatic institution in the country bas 
fallen to the level of a combination ostab- 
lishment, with the added disadvantage of a 
heavy payroll for an ineflicient stock company 
and numerous costly attachés. Time was when 
people said, “Let us go to Wallack's,“ satis- 
fied that the play would repay attendance, 
whatever its like or order. Now they inquire 
what piece is acting there, and who are the 
performers concerned—and very often stay 
away. Mr. Augustin Daly, at present the only 
practical and hardworking manager in New 
York, has finally lured from its aiiegiance to 
Mr. Wallack what little clientéle that gentie- 
man’s indifference to the teachings of experi- 
ence and the dictates of common sense had 
not previously turned from his doors. Fora 
long while whatever was done at Wallack's 
brought money into its ooffers. Prosperity 
ruined the manager by blinding bim to cur- 
rent events. His rivuls got together stronger 
companies and bought newer plays. They 
sought. manuscripts from every imaginabie 
source, and when they discovered a clever 
actor and a skilled actress they engaged them 
at once. They advertised liberally in the 
newspapers, and when a journalist ventured 
into their place they deigned to recognize 
him through the medium of their own eyes, 
instead of staring at him vacantly through u 
quizzing glass. Some time went by before 
a change in the position of the theatre became 
apparent, but it was made clear at last. The 
divinity that doth hedge a King’’ had its coun- 
terpart in the general feeling of regard for 
the ancient reputation of the house, but 
this vanished gradually as it was 
shown that the management of the concern 
did little or nothmg toward maintaining it. 
Formerly Mr. Wallack reserved bis best efforts 
for hié own theatre; lately he has spent many 


Eastern and Western cities. After the public 
had seen him at the Windsor or at the People's, 
they could searcely be expected to throng his 
auditorium and pay doubie price to witness the 
same performance. Much of his leisure has 
been passed at his country-seat and on his 
yacht; his most important affairs, in fact, 
have bad but a smäll share of his attention. It 
has been well known, of course, that Mr. 
Theodore Moss has all along been the bead 
of the concern, although Mr. Wallack's name 
has always been first and foremost on the play- 
bills and is whispered, to this day, with awe by 
everybody about the place. Mr. Moss is a 
capital man of business and a very shrewd and 
‘fortunate. speculator, but his judgment in 
worth.

Wallack's personal prestige. Mr. Wallack leads 


the life of a wealthy man, but Iam bold enough 
to assert that he bas not $25, in cash or 
property that he can call his own. His 
starring tours bring him a good deal 
of money, and the theatre has al- 
ways had the good fortune of happening, 
toward the middie of each season, upon-a play 
that retrieved past losses and secured a final 
excess of receipts over expenses. But tiis ex- 
perience will not be encountered forever and 
Mr. Wallack is notof asaving disposition. 
He has to provide work for two of his 
three sons, and 1 fear that his son- 
in-law, Mr. Lewell, bas nev quite re- 
covered from his disastrous copartnership with 
Bonner. It is a good thing for ail hands that 
Mr. Arthur Wallack has married the eldest 
daughter of Mr. Moss, for thus the theatre, if 
it holds out, will bear the family name for the 
remainder of this century. The latest produc- 
tién, as mentioned abeve, has proved a flasco, 
and although, as 1 have intimated already, the 
last few dramas have been fairly profitable 
there has not been sufficient money raised to 
build the flate intended to rise above the 
‘theatre.

It Was Revolutionary—Government Of- | 


“fieials Fearful that Force Might 
Be Used Against Them. 


Bene Stanton's Apprehensions—Ex-Seo- : 
retary Boutwell Thought tho Presi- | 


dent’s Motives Were Treasonable. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 28.~[Special to 


‘New York Herald.]—Interest in Mr. Depew's 


letter continues to revive recollections of what 
bappened in Washington nearly twenty years 
ago. In regard to the possible foundation for 
the statemient of Mr. Depew it can be said that 
ali the allegations are believed to be sustained 
by coliateral evidence. Mr. Depew fixes the 
time when Gen. Grant said President Johnson 
thought of forcing Representatives upon Con- 
gress from the Southern States as in we 


summer of 1866. It was prior to the Mexican 


mission project, and that developed in the 
middle of October, 1866. President Johnson's 
most emphatic utterances were in ais 
speech to the Philadelphia Peace Convention 


Committee, delivered the 18th of August, 1866. 


As has already been printed, Mr. George 8. 
Boutwell, who was one of the leaders of the 
impeachment. proceedings, has déclined to be 
interviewed. In the month of September, 
1866, he wrote an article for the Atlantic 
Monthly, printed in the October number, and 
entitled The Usurpa tion. It is understood 
that this article was the first to definitly and 
publicly outline the plea of President Johnson 
as told by Gen, Grant to Mr. Depew. — 

The knowledge which Mr. Boutwell was be- 


lieved to possess of President Johnson's de- 
sires and intentions led the editor of the At- 


‘lanttc Monthly to ask him at his earliest oppor- 


tunity to make them public through its 
columns. 

Mr. Depew says Gen. Grant spoke of the 
scheme as follows: ; 2 


He had perfected a scheme to accomplish this 
result. and with Gen. Grant’s assistance its suecess 
was assured, He could by proclumation direct the 
Rebel States to send to Washington their full 
quota of Senaters and Representatives. He had 
assurances from enough members from the North, 
who, united with them, would make a quorum of 
one House at least, if not both. The Congress thus 
formed he would recognize and install at the Capi- 
tol. It the other Northern members did not choose 
to join they would be a powerless rump, meeting 
in some hall. | 

THE PRESIDENT’S MOTIVES. 

Upon this point Mr. Boutwell said: 

While, then, the President cannot defend his 
conduct, it is possible for others to explain it. Its 
explanation may be found in some one or in sev- 
eral of the following propositions: 

1. That the Rebel leaders have acquired a con- 
trol over the President, through the power of some 


’ gircumstance not known to the public, which en- 


abies them to dictate a policy to him. 

2. That he fears impeachment, and consequentiy 
directs all his efforts to secure more than a third 
of the Senate, 80 as to render a conviction impos- 
sible. 

3. That he seeks a reélection, and purposes to 
make the South a unit in his favor, as the nucleus 
around which the Democratic party of the North 
must gather in 1868. 

4. That he desires to reinstate the South as the 
controlling force in the government of the country. 

Mr. Boutwell then proceeds: 

The Presidential party controls the patronage of 
the Government, and it will be used without stint 
in aid of the scheme to which the President is de- 
voted. It only remains to be seen whether the 


courage, capacity, and virtue of the people are 


ad yuate to the task of overthrowing and crushing 
the conspiracy in its new form and under the guid- 
ance ot its new alites. The Republican party car- 
ries on the contest against heavy odds, and with 
the fortunes of the country staked upon the result. 


IHR “ CONSPIRACY.” 


One hundred and ninety-one men have been 
recognized as members of tne present House of 
Representatives. There are fifty vacancies from 
the ten unrecognized States, consequently a full 
House contains 241 members. One hundred and 
twenty-one are a majority—a quorum for business 
if every State were represented. Of the present 
House it is estimated that forty-six mem- 
bers are supporters of the President's 
polity. If to these we add the fifty members 
from the ten States the Presidential party would 
mumber ninety-six, or twenty-five only less 
than a majority of a full House. No view can be 
taken of the present House of Representatives 
more favcrable to the Republican party—possibiy 
the President’s force should be increased to forty- 
eight men. It is worthy of observation that neither 
the Philadelphia Convention nor the President has 


breathed wie hope that the Republicans can be de- 


prived of a majority of the members of the loyal 
States. The scheme is to elect seventy-one or more 
men from the loyal States, and then resort to revo- 
lutionary proceedings for the consummation of the 
plot. The practical question—the question on which 
the fortunes of the country depend—is, Will the 
people aid in the execution of the plot contrived 
for their own ruin? 

Reverting to the statement already made, that 
neither Mr. Johnson nor any of his supporters ean 
hope to secure a majority of the members elected 
from the States represented in the present Con- 
gress, it only remains for us to consider more spe- 
cifically the scheme of revolution and usurpation in 
which these desperate men are engaged. The nec- 
eseary vreliminary condition is the election of sey- 
enty-one members of Congress from tne twenty- 
six States. To these will be added fifty persons 
from the ten unrepresented States, making 121, or 
a majority of Congress if all the States were rep- 
resented. This actomplished, the way onward is 


comparatively easy. 
POWERS OF CONGRESS. 

When the Thirty-ninth Congress reassembles, in 
December next, Mr. Johnson and his Cabinet may: 
refuse to recoguize its existenee, or, recognizing it 
as a matter of form, deny its legitimate authority. 

He would summon the members of the Fertieth 
Congress to assemble in extra session immediate- 
ly after the 4th of March. Fifty persons would 
appear claiming seats as Representatives from the 
ten States. The Republicans would deny their 
right to seats; the supporters of the President 
The supporters of the Presi- 
dent, aided directly or indirectly by the army and 
police, would take possession of the hall, remove 
the Clerk, and organize the assembly by force. 

Whether this could be done without bloodshed 
in Washington and elsewhere in the North re- 
mains to be seen; but as far as relates to 
the organization of the House there can be 
no doubt of the success of the undertaking. 
We should then see a united South with the 
President at the head, and a divided North; 
the army, the navy, and the Treasury in the hands 
of the Rebels. This course is the necessity of Mr. 
Johnson’s opinions and position. It is the natura! 
result of the logic of the Rebels of the South and 
of the Democratic party of the North. Mr. John- 
son believes that the present Congress intends to 
impeach him and remove him from office. Admit 
that this fear is groundless, yet if he entertains it 
he will act as he would act if such were the pur- 
pose of the two Houses. Hence he must destroy 
the authority of Congress, Hence he arraigns its 
members as traitors. Hence he made the signiti- 
cant, revolutionary, and startling remark in his re- 
ply to Reverdy Johnson as tne organ of the Phila- 
delphia Convention: 

“We have seen hanging upon the verge of the 
Government, as it were, a body called or which as- 
sumed to be the Congress of the United States, but 
in fact a Congress of only a part of the States.” 

This is a distinct, specific denial of the right of 
= to exist, to act, to legislate For the coun- 


This is the conspiracy, as Mr. Boutwell un- 


derstood it in September, 1866, and which Gen. 
Grant was asked at that very time to support. 
The leading Republicans in the Senate and the 


House understood it as Gen. Grant said it was 


outlined to him by Mr. Johnson. Hence, when 
it was feared that there might be among the 
leading Generals some who would oljey the or- 
ders of the President, it was decided, After con- 
sultation with Secretary Stanton, a month be- 
fore the December session of. the Thirty-ninth 
Congress began, to support Gen. Grant in the 
stand he had taken in refusing to be ordered 
out ot the country, and to prevent the Pres- 
dent from reaching any General of the army 
by a direct order of his own. So long as Gen.

AN ENGLISH RADICAL SPEECH, 


THE EDITOR OF “TRUTH” DELIVERS AN IN- 
AUGURAL ADDRESS BEFORE A NEW RAD- 


ICAL CLUB. : 

LONDON, Oct. 17.—Last night Mr. H. Labou- 
chére, M. P., editor of Truth, in the capacity 
of President of the newly-estabiisned Radical 
Clab for North Camberwell, delivered an in- 
augural address in the lecture-hall at the club 
in Gloucester-road. He said in the House of 
Commons Radicals had hitherto been in a very 
small minority, and were ret appreciated, and 
it was therefore gratifying to him as a strong 
Radical to find that what they did in the House 
of Commons was approved by those who made 
the House. of Commons. For his own part he 
was bound to say he could not form any clear 
idea of what Conservative meant now. In 
the past the Conservatives were a party banded 
together to support the landed interests, hut 
Lord R. Churchill told them that that was to 
be all forgotten, and that the Oonserv- 
atives were 
These two words were utterly antagonistic 
in themselves, and he could not understand 
how men could be fish and fowl at one ana the 
same time. Lord Salisbury had tried to throw 
a sop to the country, but, though he spoke in 
terms promising this and that, bis offers were 
so whittled down as in reality to give nothing. 
The only principle which was guiding the Tory 
gang was to gét into office and remain there. 
No reasonable man could become a Conserya- 
tive. As for the Whigs, they were more dan- 
gerous than the Tories. There were about 
thirty of them in the House of Commons.. 
They rarely spoke, but their influence—a back- 
stairs influence—was such that Ministers yield- 
ed to them, and it was through them that the 
action in Egypt was due, and they were the 
cause of the Crimes bill jn Ireland—both of 
which had steadfastly opposed by the 
Radicals in Parlament. It was easier to deal 
with an oven enemy than with a'traitor in the 
camp.

THE ORIGIN OF SALT, 


ALL OUR SOURCES OF SUPPLY ULTIMATELY 
DERIVED FROM THE BRINY OCEAN. 

Cornhill Magazine: This world was once a 
haze of fluid light, as the poets and the men of 
science agree in informing us. As soon as it 
began to cool down a little the heavier mate- 
rials naturally sank toward the centre, while 
the lighter, now represented by the ocean and 


the atmosphere, floated in a gaseous condition 
on the outside. But the great envelope of 
vapor thus produced did not consist merely of 
the constituents of the air and water; many 
other gases and vapors minglcd with them, as 
they sti do to a far less extent in our present 
atmosphere. By and by, as the cooling and 
condensing process continued, the water set- 
tled down from the condition of steam 
into one of a liquid at a dull red heat. 
As it condensed it carried down with it a 
great many other substances, held in solution, 
whose component elements had previously ex- 
isted in the primitive gaseous .atmosphere. 
Thus the early ocean which covered the whole 
earth was in all probability not only very salt, 
but also very thick with other mineral matters 
close up to the point of saturation. It was 
full of ume and raw flint, and sulpnates, and 
many other miscellaneous bodies. Moreover 
it was not only just as salt as at the present 
day, dut even a great deal salter. For from 
that time to this evaporation has been con- 
stantiy gomg on in certain shallow, isolated 
areas, lay down great beds of gypsum and 
then of salt. which still remain in the solid 
condition, while the water has likewise- hap- 
pened in a slightly different way with 
the lime and flint, which have been sep- 
arated from the water chiefly by living 
animals, and afterwards deposited on the 
bottom of the ocean in immense layers. as 
limestone, chalk, sandstone and clay. Thus it 
turns Out that in the end all our sources of 
salt supply are alike ultimately derived from 
the briny ocean. Whether we dig it out as 
solid rock salt from the open ouarries of the 
Punjab, or pump it up from brine wells sunk 
into the triassic rocks of Cheshire, or evapo- 
rate it direct in the salt-pans of Engiand and 
the shallow salines of the Mediterranean shore, 
it is at bottom essentially sea salt. However 
distant the conn n may seem our salt is al- 
ways in the last obtained from the ma- 
teria’ held in solution in some ancient or mod- 
ern sea. Even the saline springs of Canada 
and the northern States of America, where the 
Wapita love to congregate, and the noble hunter 
lurks in the thicket to murder the unpercelved. 
derive their saltness, as an able Canadian ge- 
ologist bas shown, from the thinly-seattered 
Salts still retained among the sediments of 
that very archaic sea whose precipitates form 
the earliest known life-bearing rocks. To the

Prof. G. M. Grant of Queen’s University,

Mountains—a range not far west of the 
Rockies, and which stood as an almost impass- 
able wall to tue advance of the road. + gh 

What tempted the people of Canada to un- 
dertake so gigantic a work as the Canada Pa- 
cific Railway? The difficulties in the way were 
great, unprecedented, unknown. Had they 
been known beforehand the task would not 
have been attempted. We were under the m- 
spiration of a national idea, and went forward. 

e were determined to be something more 
than a fortuitous coliocation of provinces. 
That the difficuities were faced and overcome 
as they emerged, great temptations to halt or 
‘retreat being quietly set aside, proves that we, 
like our neighbors and progenitors, are not 


easily discouraged. Our ultimate destiny will 


be none the worse because we ba-e-—not un- 
willingly—made sacrifices in order to make 
ourselves a nation. 


Roughly speaking, the new country through 


which the great railway runs consists of three 
sections—about a thousand miles of forest, 
swamps, and rocks, from the upper Ottawa to 
the Hed River of the North; then a thousand 


miles of alluvial prairies; and then six hun- 


dred miles of mountains, from the firet chain 
of the Rockies to where the waters of the Pa- 
cific are sheltered by the breakwater of Van- 
couver Island. The total length of the line 
from Montreal to the Pacific terminus is 2,895 
miles. The first section was long considered 
impracticable for a railway, and the expense 
of construction has been enormous. The 
rocks at the back of Lake Superior are the 
oldest known to men.of science and the tough- 
est known to eugineers. But dynamite, if 
there be enough of it, can doanythmg. This 
pert of the line was opened last spring most 
dramatically, it. bemg used before actual com- 
pletion to transport our militia to put down 
the baif-breedgind Indian rising in the North- 
west. . 5 
A MEMORABLE JOURNEY. 

The railway terminus in September, 1883, 
being Oalgarry, tourists generally stopped 
there; but our party determined to push on to 
the Pacific. Four ranges or mountains inter- 
vened—the Rockies; the Selkirks, the Gold, 
and the Cascades. One engineer toid us that 
it problematical! whether we should get 
through. Another said that we should not. 
We determined to try, and we now congratu- 
late ourselves that we were the first to cross 
from one side of the four ranges to the other 


side, on the line on which the railway is con- 


structed. 

It was a journey to be remembered. I bave 
seen man countries, but 1 know none where 
there are such maghificent rock-exposures for 
a bundred miles continuously as up the Valley 
of the Bow, from Calgarry to the summit of 
the Rockies. ‘The general elevation of the val- 
ley is between 4,000 and 5,000 feet, and the 
mountains on each side are only from 1,000 to 
6,000 feet higher; consequently the beavty 
does not consist in the altitude of the mount- 
ains. Beside the Andes or even the Alps they 
are bardly worth speaking about; but nothing 
ean be finer than the distinct stratification, the 
Variety of form and clearness of outline, the 
wreat masses of bare rock standmg out as if 
piled by masons and carved and chiseled by 
sculptors. 

When we crossed the Rockies the hitherto 
unconquered Selkirks rose before us. To un- 
derstand the position of this range, take a map 
and look for the springs of the Columbia. This 
greatest of salmon rivers rises in Canada, and 
runs northwest so persistently that it appears 
doomed to fall into the Fraser. But reaching 
the neighborhood of Mounts Brown and Hook- 
er, it seems to have had enough. of us, and ac- 
cordingly, sweeping right round in a Big 
Bend,“ it makes straight to Washington Terri- 
tory, cutting through all Obstacles, the Dalles 
with the significant Dalle de Mort, and tnen 
spreads out into long, ‘broad, calm expanses 
known as the Upper and Lower Arrow Lakes. 
Within that great loop which it makes on our 
soil are inclosed the Selkirks. As 5 extend 
only to the Big Bend of the Columbia, our en- 
gineers. had no concern with them when it was 
supposed thatthe Canada Pacific Railway was 
to run north around them; but when the com- 
pany decided that they must have as nearly 
as possible an airline from Winnipeg west to 
the ocean, the question of whether a pass 
could be found across the Selkirks became im- 
portant. If no pass could be founda détour 
must be made away to the north dy the Big 
Bend. Passes were known to exist through 
the other three ranges that rise between the 
plains and the Pacific.. The Rockies proper, 
the backbone of this continent, are cloven 
north of the boundary line by half a dozen 
rivers, along the valley of any one of which a 
railway could be carried with ease to a summit 
where another stream is generally found be- 
ginning its course down the western slope. 
Then, the two ranges nearest the Pacific have 
also open gates wide enough for a railway. 
But between. the Gold Mountains and the 
Rockies rose the Selkirks, apparentiy without 
a break. When asked about a pass here, the 
Indians shook their heads; so did the engineers, 
Mr. Walter Moberly excepted. He knew some- 
thing about the Selkirks; but though he pointed 
out the way, to another fell the honor of soiv- 
ing the problem. 


THROUGH THE GOLD MOUNTAINS. 

Moberly bad discovered a first-rate pass in 
1865 through the Gold Mountains, greatly to 
the satisfaction of himself and all British Co- 
lumbia. Gold had been found by enterprising 
prospectors at the Big Bend, and the Pro- 
vincial Government, anxious to have a trail 
cut from the navigable watersin the heart of 
the colony to the new Eldorado, sent Moberly, 
then Assistant Surveyor-General, to expiore. 
One day, not far trom Shuswap Lake, among 
tangled mountains choked with dense under 
brush and fallen timber, valleys radiating to 
every point of the compass, but leading no- 
where, he saw an eagle flying to the east up 
one of the valleys. Accepting the Omen, he 
followed and discovered the pass which he 
called after the eagie, though it might more. 
fitly be called by his own name. Previous to 
this the Gold Range bad been supposed to be 
Daun unbroken and impassable wall of mount- 
ains,” but, thanks to Moberly, a wagon-road 
could now be made from the settled part of the 
province to the Columbia, to be followed—he 
was convinced—by a railway that would in due 
time extend to the fertile plains of the Nortb- 
west. if a pass could only be found across the 
Selkirks, he felt that his work would be com- 
pleted. Hesent one and then another of his 
staff to explore, but their reports were dis- 
couraging. His Indians knew nothing except 
that they could not take their canoes that way. 
When they wished to get to the other side of 
the range they descended the Columbia and 
then crossed over to its headwaters by the 
Kootenay River. To them time was no object. 
Indians will go a hundred miles in a canoe, or 
ride across a prairie for the same distance, 
rather than cut through a mile ot brush. In a 
forest they will walk for a hundred yards 
round a fallen tree, and others will continue 
for years to follow the trail, rather than be at 
the trouble of cutting through the obstruction. 
Moberly did*not despair. He saw a fracture 
in the range almost corresponding to the 
fracture of the Eagle Pass in the Gold range. 
Crossing the Columbia, though it was late in 
the season, and entering the mouth of this 
fracture, he forced bis way up the Danks of a 
stream called the Waet, chocolate- 
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They

The result of five or six 
weeks’ endurance of almost intolerable misery 
was this gleam of hope.

Our journey enabled us to understand what 
they must have suffered. The underbrush is 
of the densest, owing to the ceaseless rain. 
Black flies or mosquitoes do their part un- 
wenriediy. What with fallen timber of enor- 
mous size, precipices, prickiy thorns, beaver 
dams, marsbes full of fetid water to be waded 
through, alder swamps, lakelets surrounded 
by bluffs so steep that it would almost puzzle 
a chamois to get over or around n, we bad 
all we wanted of the IIle-Cille-Waet and the 


Eagle Pass. But they had started too early in 
The snow was not only deep, but 


the season. 
it was melting and rotting under spring suns 
and rains, and therefore would not bear their 
weight. Down they sunk at every step, and 
often in the worst kind of pitfalis. At first 
their loads were so heavy that they bad to 
leave part behind, and then, after camping 
early, return wearily on their tracks for the 
second load. The Indians would have deserted 
them a dozen times over, but the .Major had 
arranged with the mission that if they returned 
without a certificate they were to get a whip- 
ping instead of good pay. Nothing but pluck 

pt them pegging away; but in spite of all 
they failed. that year. The following May the 
Major made his attack from the other side of 
the range, and again he was unsuccessful. 
Swollen torrents and ecarcity of supplies 
forced bim back to his base, at the pomt 


where the Kicking Horse River joins the 


Galumbia. On this occasion, had it not been 
for the discovery of a canoe, he and his party 
would pave starved. Sorely against their will 
he bad put them on balf rations, bat he giad- 
dened their hearts one morning by announcing 
that it was his birthday, and produving a little 
sugar to sweeten their tea. 

Nothing daunted, be started again the same 
summer, in the month of July, from the same 
pase, and succeeded. Proceeding up the val- 
ley of the Beaver, a large stream that enters 
the Columbia through an open cation, and then 
toliowing the course of one of its tributaries 
appropriately cailed Bear Creek, he at length 
found the long-soughbt-for pass. He saw the 
mountain from the summit of Which the year 
before he and his nephew had noticed the de- 
pression extending to the east. Not content 
while anything remained undone, he made for 
the llle-Cille-Waet, and following it down to 
the north fork, ascended it too, to ascertain if 
its headwaters would connect 2 a tributary 
of the Beaver, and so perhaps Gfford something 
better; but nothing better, or rather nothing 
at all, was found. The Selkirks have only one 
pass, but it is better than the western slope 


of

MEXICAN AFFAIRS, 


DIAZ NEGOTIATES A TREATY WITH CHINA 
FOR DIRECT STEAMSHIP COMMUNICATION 
—COOLY LABOR, 

Wasasineton, D. C., Oct. 29,—Sefior Romero, 
the Mexican Minister, has received official in- 
formation from his Government that an ar- 
rangement has just been concluded by which 
the Ports of Acapulco, Mazanillo, and Mazat- 
lan are to have direct steamship communica- 
tion with China. The steamers are to be 
built or bought in England, but are to sail 
under the Chinese flag, and are to have a 
subsidy from both the Mexican and Chinese 
Governments. In addition to the payments 
of a certain sum for mail transportation, both 
ways each month, the steamship company is 
to receive so much per capita for eagh Chinese 
emigrant brought into Mexico. A treaty with 
China is now being negotiated for the protec 
tion of the coolies, and it will be concluded by. 
the time the steamers are ready to commence 


their voyages. The scarcity ot labor in the 


coast states of Mexico in the sugar and coffee 


regions, on the Tierra Caliente, as it is called, 
has retarded the development of these re- 
sources, and the Mexican Government is de- 
sirous of introducing as many Chinese labor 
ers as may be induced to come to 
work upon the plantations. 

proposed treaty the the 
coolies are contracted for a period of ten 
years, and the protection of the Government is 
granted them. They are to be paid wages at 
the rate of $20 per month, and the subsidy 
given to the steamship company is sufficient to | 
pay for their transportation from China to 
Mexico and return at the expiration of their 
contracts. 

This will divert to Mexico the Chinamen who 
were coming to the United States in such large 
numbers before the prohibitory act was passed 
by our Congress. The coffee and sugar regions 
of Mexico are almost unlimited in their capac- 
ity for production, but labor has been so 
scarce that very little coffee is exported, ana 
not enough sugar is raised to supply the home 
demand. The Mexican Government last year 
established a line of steamers between Vera 
Cruz and Liverpool, touching at Havana and 
St. Thomas, and making bimonthly voyages, 
for which they receive a subsidy of $18,000 for 
every round trip. The vessels are owned by 
British capitalists, and during the present 
otton season are calling at New Orleans for 
Averpool cargoes.

War and Lieutenant-General

WasHinaTon, D. C., Oct. 30.—[Special.}—

CONCERNING ENLISTMENTS.

IMPORTANT DECISIONS. 


The following decisions regarding rifle prac- 
tice have recently been made by the Lieuten- 
ant-General: 

Biunt’s * Rife and Carbine Firmg and General 
Orders No. 27, current series, from this office, 
taken together show that if qualification for any 
class was completed prior to April 1. 1885, the sol- 
dier could be classified in that class for the current 
target year; but if the qualification for any class 
had not been completed prior to that date, then, to 
attain such qualification, the aggregate for four 
scores at the required ranges, as specified by para- 
graph 6502, *‘Rifle and Carbine Firing,’’ would be 
necessary, and these aggregates at each range may 
be made up of four scores, all fired after Sept. 30. 
1884, but before April 1, 1885; of four scores, all 
fired after April i, 1865; or of four scores, part 
fired before and part after Sept. 30, 1885. For the 
purpose of classification in target practice the 
**station of the company’ will be considered 
as the place at which the company as an organiza- 
tion may be located, whether at some military post 
or in the field, and that the absence from such sta- 
tion refers only to the absence of individual sol- 
diers and not to that of the company as a body. 
Under the last clause of Paragraph 614, Blunt's 
**Rifie and Carbine Firing,’’ the officer ordering the 
competition is properly the final arbitrator in all 
cases of appeals from the decisions of the officer 


in charge. 

The Secretary of War has decided that a 
soldier must draw his deposit when he is dis- 
charged. He can then renew his deposit on re- 
enlistment, and will he entitled to interest 
from date of last deposit. A iailure to pre- 
gent his tinal statement for payment leaves the 
money in the hands of tne paymaster without 
interest until drawn and redeposited. 

It bas been decided by the Secretary of War 
that horses of mounted officers cannot be shod 
at the expense of the Quartermaster Depart- 
ment at posts where a farrier is employed by 
the job to shoe the public animals.

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Speculative trade in stocks was light, though 
two or three of the Board of Trade operators 
bought large lines of stocks, which will proba- 
biy be sold out quickly if the market starts 
downward.

Reports have been brought in from various 
parts of the country tributary to Chicago that 
business has fallen off rapidly since the first 
movement of the autumn trade. It is claimed 
that the goods bought a few weeks ago are 
not gomg into consumption as fast as was ex- 
pected. There has no doubt been somewhat of 
a decrease in activity, but after the failure of 
the predictions of general bankruptcy among 
the farmers last fall it will do to receive these 
reports with a grain of allowance. The testi- 
-mony of business-men in this city is that coun- 
try collections are easy and that there is every 
evidence of thrift among the agricultural pop- 
ulation. Advices from the manufacturers in 
this part of the country continue favorable. 
One of the largest iron concerns states that it 
has customers for ail tlle stock it has on hand

The transatiantic steamship companies have 
done much better this season than last. Cabin 
rates have been weil maintained considering 
that the North Atlantic conference has been 
practically broken up, and that the companies 
for the last six months or more have been free 
to do as they please.
